419 Fight 
Is Still On 


In Sacramento 


PORTERVILLE, June 4 — If 
farmers and small business men of 
this community — and other com- 
munities of California — think 
they killed the obnoxious AB 419 
when they marched on Sacramento 
a couple of weeks ago, they can 
take another look. 

This 419 bill, which lays out the 
welcome mat for the labor boss, 
was bottled up in committee as a 
result of the opposition expressed, 
but it has now been attached, al- 
most in total, as an amendment to 
SB 209. 

‘The Farm Bureau, county and 
state-wide, is fighting the new 
version of 419 as hard as they 
fought the original bill, although 
there are no plans as of now to 
again take a delegation to Sacra- 
mento. 

Farmers and business men are 
urged, however, to write to Assem- 
blyman Myron Frew asking that 
he oppose SB 209 — the new ver- 
sion of AB 419, since Frew voted 
for the original 419. 

Letters can also be sent to State 
Senator J. Howard Williams, how- 
ever, Senator Williams is standing 
firm in opposition, to this type of 
legislation. °

ALONG ABOUT city budget 
time, each year, pressures are put 
on the Porterville City Council to 
expand the city recreation pro- 
gram into a full-time, year-around 
activity; this year is no exception, 
what with the Youth Coordinating 
Council addressing a communica- 
tion to the city council asking for 
a full-time, general program and a 
full-time recreation director. 

PERSONALLY, WE will oppose 
this idea. In so doing we are not 
opposing a recreation program. On 
the contrary, we will go along 
with current recreation plans that 
basically include a rather exten- 
sive summer program, some activ- 
ity in connection with the high 
school and elementary schools dur- 
ing the school year, and certain 
winter activities in connection 
with a basketball league. 

WE FEEL that under the so- 
call city recreation program an 
excellent job is being done; we 
have often stated, and we state 
again, that during the school year, 
biggest problem for most parents 
is not to find things for their chil- 
dren to do, but to limit their chil- 
dren’s activities to provide time

school activities, certain organiza- 
tion activities and this thing we 
call family life. 

AND WE again repeat that we 
are still looking for that recrea- 
tion program that will reach the 
teenagers of the community who 
are actual trouble makers, or who 
are potential trouble makers as 
shown by police records. If some-

AND ONE further thought. We 
refuse to accept the premise that 
some agency of government, 
through recreation, can take up 
the slack, or should be expected to 
take up the slack, when adults 
neglect their family responsibili- 
ties. ; 

IN SHORT, we cannot go along 


substitute public responsibility for 
individual responsibility on the 
family level. 

THREE AGENCIES in the Por- 
terville community are putting up 
the money for recreation: The 
City of Porterville, the Porterville 
Elementary School district, the 
Porterville Union High School and 
College district. A year or two 
ago, the city recreation commis- 
sion, which is an official city com- 
mission, was wisely expanded to 
include a representative from both 
the high school and elementary 
school boards. 

THIS GIVES representation to 
all those public agencies that are 
putting money into the recreation 
program. This is as it should be. 
Personally, we will seek our an- 
swers to recreation from members 
of this official city recreation com- 
mission. We appreciate a sincere 
interest in teenage problems, and 
in recreation as an aid to meeting 
some of these problems, but when 
the chips are down, the final de- 
cisions and recommendations must 
come from the agencies that have 
the financial and moral responsi- 
bility for the city’s recreation pro- 
gram, not from any pressure group 
that is contributing little else 
than pressure.

Q. “For thirteen years I had 
trouble with a ganglion in my 
left wrist. One doctor advised 
surgery; another was against 
operation.

A. It would be hard to say why 
the ganglion just melted away 
but you were lucky. It isn’t 
always so simple. Ganglion is a 
fairly common condition in 
which cyst-like growths form 
within the capsule of joints and 
in tendon sheaths. Surgical re- 
moval is often advised although 
there are cases in which this 
might not be so. Many ganglions 
vanish following injection of a 
cortisone-like drug.

A. Not much can be done. 
“Spider burst” veins are not the 
same as varicose veins. “Spider” 
veins are thread-like blood chan- 
nels that run just beneath the 
skin surface and often spread 
out from a central pool or point. . 
Occasionally, without any obvi- 
Ous injury, the veins rupture and 
produce a dark spot or bruise. 
The tiny veins are sometimes 
treated by injection but they al- 
most always pop up somewhere 
else. So far as is known, nothing 
will prevent development of new 
crops of “spider burst” veins. 


Q. Doctors sometime advise al- 
cohol sponging to reduce fever. 
Can young children be sponged 
in this way? 


A. Yes, but don’t go too heavy 
on the alcohol. The usual method 
is to employ equal parts of water 
and rubbing alcohol. This is 
sponged on the skin and allowed 
to evaporate. Evaporation of the 
alcohol-water solution is what 
reduces body temperature.

Senate passage of bills to levy 
a new tax on cigarettes and to in- 
crease the personal income tax 
rates mark new milestones on the 
road to higher taxes for support of 
our state government. Since both 
measures are part of the adminis- 
tration’s program of increases in 
many taxes, it may be presumed 
that they will soon become law. 

Other parts of the tax raise pro- 
gram are not moving so_ rapidly 
through our legislative machinery. 
Therefore it is too soon to antici- 
pate the final outcome on them. 

Continued improvement in Cali- 
fornia business conditions during 
recent months have sent state rev- 
enues climbing rapidly out of their 
earlier slump. As a result, many 
legislative leaders are re-examin- 
ing the state’s fiscal situation. 
Some are suggesting a reappraisal 
of proposed higher rates in view of 
the improvement. 

All of us recognize the need for 
major revision in either the ex- 
penditure program or the revenue 
system if our state is to avoid con- 
tinuing deficits in the years ahead. 
And all of us are conscious that 
providing services even at our 
present level to a constantly grow- 
ing population, matching larger 
federal aid funds, and developing 
a huge water program, mean 
greater expenditures. This means 
higher taxes, unless offsetting ec- 
onomics can be made in some 
areas. 

With respect to the general 
fund, which: is the core of state 
fiscal operations, it has been 
pointed out that between 1955-56 
and the budget figure for 1959-60, 
expenditures will have increased 
by about fifty percent, from $942,- 
000,000 to $1,419,000,000. During 
the same period, our population 
increased only some 18 percent, 
and general fund revenues did 
only slightly better, around 20 
percent. 

During the same short four- 
year period, it has been emphasiz- 
ed, expenditures of some state de- 
partments have increaed at fantas- 
tic proportions. To name a few, 
expenditures for the Department 
of Corrections are up nearly 50 
percent; Youth Authority, 72 per- 
cent; state colleges, 133 percent; 
the University, 47 percent; Indus- 
trial Relations, 62 percent; Jus- 
tice, 68 percent, Mental hygiene, 
64; Natural Resources, 62; Public 
Health, 67; and Water Resources, 
75 percent, 

Again, it is being strongly rec- 
ommended by some legislators that 
the entire budgetary process and 
the constitutional provisions and 
statutes supporting it be investi- 
gated by the legislature, with an 
eye toward restoring much of its 
power over the state’s spending 
program. Again, we are being re- 
minded that more than two-thirds
